His name is Jack Rivers but 
at Harbor General Hospital 
they call him "Ambulance 
Jack."

That's because at 57 he Is 
the oldest driver on the hospi­ 
tal's ambulance staff in point 
of service.

"Ambulance Jack" of 16007 
S. Denver, Gardens, doesn't 
know how many thousands of 
miles he has traveled nor hun­ 
dreds of patients he has trans­ 
ported but of one thing he is 
proud:

His name is indelibly in the 
hospital's records as having 
delivered the first patients to 
both the barracks type hospital 
at 1124 W. Carson and its suc­ 
cessor, the $15,400,000 facility 
at 1000 W. Carson.

"IT WAS sheer coincidence 
that "Ambulance Jack" drew 
the first patients when we 
sta-ted the move, Feb. 23," 
Larry Seacurd, UGH Transpor­ 
tation foreman, said

"Yeah," Jack added, "it did 
not dawn on me that history 
was repeating itself until later 
that day. Then 1 remembered 
that 1 was ambubnce attend-

"They were three geriatrics 
transferred from County Hos­ 
pital," he said.

The first patients he deliv­ 
ered to th* present hospital 
were a Ix>ng Beach mother and 
tier twins born the day before 
in the old unit.

JACK "rode ambulance" 
for the County Hospital during 
World War H. He recalls that 
the FBI commandeered hi* 
ambulance to capture a "most 
wanted" German woman spy in 
her rented Beverly Hills man­ 
sion.

"The FBI had learned that 
she had injuries received in a 
traffic accident but went home 
instead of to a hospital," Jack 
said.

"So they ordered us to take 
them in the ambulance to the 
home so that she wouldn't 
suspect anything and duck out 
as she had done on other oc­ 
casions "

Jack was a pharmacist mate 
ii: the Navy from 1923 to 1931 
and in four years will retire 
with .'{0 years county service. 
His wife, Ruth, retires next
